A BOMB SHELL

. Baltimohs, August 14..Tho morning
papers publish a lengthy letter from Gov¬
ernor Hamilton, of this State, firing hot
shot Into the Democratic ring, of which
Senator Gorman is the head. The letter
makes feurcoluuins in tho Sun, It ia a de¬
liberate and scathing indictment of the
party management, and meauB war.
A conference of the friends of Governor

Hamilton was held on the 12th of last
month, at which ft circular was adopted
addressed toGovernor Hamilton, manifest¬
ing deep concern lortbe continued suprem¬
acy- of the Democratic party in Maryland,
and requesting hitn to give a public ex¬
pression of hit views on the issues affecting
that result. Tho circular, having Bince re¬
ceived the signatures of between three and
four thousand citizens, was formally sub¬
mitted to Governor Hamilton a few days
IUIO. The points noon which information
was aspecially sought, a« set forth in the
circular, were: -First, what farther meas¬
ures of reform are neceaeary for a constitu¬
tional and honest administration of the
government of the Stale. Second, what
measures have been adopted during,your
administration to effect these desftahtfe ob¬
jects'? Third, what aro tho proper means
by which they may be secured to the
people?''

THE DEMOCRATIC MINI) AUOt'SEI).
This gave the Governor hia opportunity

and he lias used it to good purine. In hia
letter he Bays:
The popular demand for some year® paat

for relormation and amendment, for econ¬
omy and purity, made impre»*ive by popu¬
lar manifestation before conventions, and
afterwards fit tho polls, demonstrated the
convictions of a cause felt to be just, lhere
was too much volume and force not to
have moral convictions and urgent ncceaai-
ties behind, and the end is not yet. The
causes that bcROt the present distrust, com¬
motions and iuquiriesare not exhausted.
No one can Uuubt but that there is m the

Democratic mind a piotouml auxiety, and
hardly a question but that tMere laaBettltd
discontem brooding ia out-Democratic or-
ganizition that threatens disaster unless it
be timely met and removed or assuaged.
Tse Democratic party bas had uninter¬

rupted possession of every braoch of our
State GovernuieutaincelSlii. Itsabsolute
power naturally attracted men who were
disposed to use it generally, it may he said,
for its own distinctive principle and meas¬
ures of policy, and then specially for them*

KALSE TO ITS 1'IIOMIHKB.

The Governor arraigns his party for un¬
lawful and extravagant expenditures, and
for destroying the sinking fund, ondfqr
forcing the State to borrow money to meet
ito obligations, lie continues:
As these things became known a deep

impression was made upon the democratic
mind. Every year for years past, as con¬
ventions and elections cume round, there
were bubbling>ymptoms of4unrest rising to
the surface, and at last in the aggregation
of coutinued wrongs and abuses'the surg¬
ing billows of discontent aud dismay began
to rise and to toss.
To such a dangerous height did these

discontents rise that it whs found neces¬
sary by all that therj must be a change to
save the party from a total wreck.

In 1871) it was so understood. The im¬
perative demands of the party and of the
people for reformation auu for amendment
were to be observed. The memorable
convention of 1879 unanimously mado
accordant declarations, which coufiFnot
be misapprehended or evaded without
malice prepense, and unanimously nomi¬
nated a ticket

It will be admitted that the expectations
raised by the declarations aud acrs of this
convention were noi answered, lie shows
in detail that the Democratic Legislature
01 1880 was false to almost every promise.

Was it for this that solemn plrdgea ot
economy were made, tho cauvasj con¬
ducted aud the .-.opulur heart of the party
tired?

It may be truly said that thcro was
nothing that was enjoined by the Demo¬
cratic platform in respect to economy that
was regarded. In fact, it was established
that thero was nothing in the Democratic,
platform that any officeholder had a right,
toreapect. There can bo no reaeontfbh*
excuse for this great delinquency in not
passing the expected and necessary meas¬
ures of reform and economy. The legis¬
lature refused to pass any measure of re¬
form. All such were rejected and neglected.
Dissensions, distrust and irritation followed
the knowledge of this. It profoundly moved
the Democratic conscience, and it waaouly
in the hope of u better future by the un¬
selfish and devoted masses of the party
that prevented au explosion tbut would
have shattered and scattered. In thia con¬
dition we have passed through thecanvats
ot 1881, meeting with reverses iu some of
our strongest Democratic couuties, und be¬
cause of which our Democratic ascendency
in the Senate is now in peril.
The lessons of a severe experience did

us good as a party, and it may bo aa indi-
viduwlsjit taught that the people would not
be rifled of their property or deceived iu
their trusts, nor the party stript of its
character or its pledged faith dishonored.
In respect to the session of 1882 What

waa thou done? It gives me pleasure to
state that there was a substantial improve¬
ment. Something waa done, but not
enough, but eiioiigh to hope that more will
be done, to the final consummation of all
sound and needed reformation.

It failed to fill the measure of our hopes,
and once more, as in 1881, prestations
and demands are made for the full, over¬

flowing measure. It is the cause of the
party-and of the people againet a fortified,
disciplined and a selfish personal power,

sions, repel its as3aults, and drive it irom
its strongholds.

Bnniah
intrigue from your presence. Insist upon
fairness in all tilings.for fair and pure
primary meetings, for fair and pure and
just and free conventions.free from favor,
ppmily or prejudice for or against any one;
free fill pledges but that for the good
of the cause u:ui of the State and of the
people. Factions aud /eufjs in the interest
of iudividuals or for personal power will
be made to disappear.and the personal
power that would seize the authority that
alone belongs to the party would dissolve.
I am a Democrat; Uaye always been a
Democrat.no better, however, than yon, I
trust. J am too old to change. The settled
convictions ol a lifetime that it was right
to be a Democrat are not to be revoked,
eepecialiy for temporary or transient)
causes.

Philadelphia, August 14..A corres¬

pondent of the Philadelphia Pro* writes
as'follows from Cahernakelly, Ireland: I
drove thrdhgh the private demesne ol
Lord Dunsandlo to-day. This place be-j
loncs to the estate. His Lordship, who is
now quite an old man, does not find the
atmosphere hereabouts wholesome. He
thinks there is lead in the air. He is
living down at Kingstown, near Dublin.

It is a little seaside resort, and also the
departing station for boats to Holyhead.,
There the disreputable and immorul old»
Lord is doing penance for his sins. Hej
did morn clearing of his lands than anyj
man in Ireland for the size of his ea|ate«J
His rents are said tube over $100,000 aj
year. Besides the desire to put his laud*
under grass, he had the second motive o^j
getting rid of many of his tenants. It
wasto get innumerable girls whom he had
ruined oir to America. He used to pay
the expenses of whole families who emi¬
grated to America.

HALF LOUD, 1IALK FEASANT.

The family name is Daly. All the chil¬
dren that he acknowledges as his were born
out of wedlock. Willie Daly, his eldest son,
lives on the demesne and acts as bis natural
father's agent. He has several sisters.
They stay on the place with him. Though
ho sprang from the peasantry he is so un¬

popular with them that his own c mscieuco
tells him to go armed ana guurded. The
old lord married the mother of these chil¬
dren ufter all of tbem Were nearly grown,
through (ear of outraged public opinion.
He Draved that for a long time; but a

very serious talk of tarring and feathering
him, increasing popular indignition,aud
aggressive influence of the Catnoiic clergy,
compelled the reprobate to do what little
he could by way of reparation on this
earth. The woman is now dead. Had the
old lord been compelled to marry all the
mothers of all his children, ins plight
would have been intolerable. He would
have had to emigrate and become a saint at
Utah.

IN THE LANDLORDS' POWEIt.
However bad Duusandleisandhosbeen

in his terrible conduct towards his peasant
girl tenants, he may console himself on

what is only a greater regret to the world,
that he iu not alone. I find that on other
estates iu Ireland landlords did not scruple
to give comely peasant women their alter¬
native of crime or eviction, which meant
sin or deatn. Overworked and half-fed,
poor, wretched women who yielded!

LABOR INQUIRY.
SENATE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE

The Ktiult of \<Nterdij'd SiMlon-l'robln* lb*
Bottom or the Telegrapher*' 8trlk*-t'««m

That Lid to tho DifTmace Between
the Weitera I'alon and Its Jlen.

New Yoiik, August 14..The United
States Senatorial Sub-Committee on labor
and Education resumed its session to day.
J. F. McClelland, a member of the Broth¬
erhood of Telegraphers, resumed his testi¬
mony. He said the estimated cost of a

telegraph line fifteen hundred miles long
would be $725 UG5. Telegraph operators
were generally young men and lived in
boarding houses. They usually came from
the heller classes of society. The moral of
theoperatoraaaaclass had greatly improved
within (he hun ten year*, and this wes one
result of the organization which has been
been eU'ecied. Most of them were single,
butsome were married men. The witness
thought $50 a month was a reasonable esti¬
mate for food and lodging for a month for
a single man. Only oue in a hundred ever
saved any money. The highest paid oper¬
ators did not receive euough to enable
them to lay by anything for support in
old age. In 1870 the Western Union
Compauy refused every man eou.ing
into its employ to take oath that he would
never connect himself with trade or labor
organizations. This was called the "Iron
Ciad Oath," and was administered to
eveiy person who took part in the strike of
1870. After the existence of the Telegraph
Brotherhood was made known, re¬
cently, the railroad Superintendents
issued a circular which was sent
10 every employe of the company for¬
bidding him to connect himself with the
organization uuder the penalty of dismis¬
sal. Day operators woiked from 8 a. m. to
8i». ji(| and had hut two or three hours to
devote to amusements, flight operators
had more time at their disposal, and no
such thing as a vacation was known in tele¬
graph business.

MOMKJW UNFULFILLED.
Thomas O'tteilly, a telegraph operator of

tweivo years' experience, has had charge
of (he Wheatstoue instruments in the
Western Union office, lie had been an

operator in that system for ten years in
Scot land, lie catne here about a year ag j.
The Western-Union Compauy gave them
$20 a mouth a9 a reuwning fee until
the Wheatstoue ius'.rumentsshould arrive.
Promises were repeatedly made that the
Wheatstone men should receive as much
an the liis'.-oloss Morse operators. On the
28:h of lbst February it was announced
that the Wneatstone system would begin
operation, and the Wneatstone operators
were told thai iheir salaries would be $00
n month. The operators on the other side
were better paid. They had three weeks
vacation each year with salary, and dur¬
ing sicknets received half pay. After beiug
a certain number of years in the service,
and their record being good,operators re¬
ceived pensions for life, sometimes at full
pay when he becomes superannuated.

It was determined last night to move our

camp this morning for a few weeks to
where there would bemore abundant grass
for our horses aud mules. Accoidingly
at 0:30 every one was in saddle and fciarted
up the valley on the rLht bank of Wind
river. Owing to the rain yesterday, the
trail was in splendid condition for comfort,
and the morning nun was obscured by
clouds, and with a temperature below 50
degrees,all day, ourahort journey wo/.ld not
bo wished at an end. After an hour's travel
over hilfs aud rolling land, Wind river was
reached at a ppint wtiero it passes through
gorgeous masses of rocka known as the
Kod Buttes. The tirst crossing was made
by fording in a diagonal direction up the
stream to where the water was so rapid in
its ilow that one's neighbor seemed to be
moving up tho river with the speed of a
running horse. Soon by a short ford the
river was recrossod, aud at the end of an.
other mile the western boundary of the
Shoshnue Reservation was reachfd From
this poiut our travel was very interesting,
but not so dilllcult. We journeyed over a
series of lofty divides ty escape the precip¬
itous banks ofsmall streams flawing from
the mountains iuto the river.
In descending one of these it was neces¬

sary to dwnmint and lead tbe h"rw-8 on
the highest divide. We halted to u'te in
the bc-auiiful view, covering scores or nuloa
up aud down the river, nitli the stiow-
covered peaks of the Shoshone Mountains
in front of us and tliofco of the Wind Jltvcr-
Mountains at our backs. Here we took
our hist look at the great landtnurk, Crow-
he*r. Butte, thirty miles away, which had
been iu view since leaving Fort Wushakb.
Wallowing Buffalo, oue of our Araj auoe
guidts, tells us that it gels its nainu after a

great battle between the Shoshoues and
the Crowe many years ago. Tne victory of
the Snoshones was celebrated by buryiug
the hearts of dead Crows on the summit
of the Butte. After u ride of twelve
miles we reached the hanks of the beau¬
tiful lakes whioh are called after Terry,
formerly an ollicrr of the army, but now
owning largo cattle herds on a range near

by. The lakes are said to abound in large
tront, and we expect to spend to-morrow
fishing. Game is not very abundant in
this neighborhood, but our hunters brought
iu two antelopee, and a few mountain
grouse were killed on the march to day.
N ioshone Dick, white, a member of the

tribe, who was probably captured from an

emigrant traiu when sovyouug as to have
lost ull recollection of his parents, is one of
our Indian party. He has gone cir to look
for signs of game, and we hope for a good
report from him. Our camp is named
Camp Stager, in honor of General Anson
Stager, of Chicago. i
